Rhine Towns Fortifying. 
London, 
Sept. 
17.—Telegraphing 
from Maestricht, Holland, the corre- 
spondent of the Reuter Telegram com- 
pany says that dispatches received in 
Maestrlcht from Cologne, Dusseldorf, 
Mesel and Guisburg indicate that these 
places are strengthening their fortifi- 
cations to meet a possible advance of 
the allies. 
.The four towns mentioned in the 
previous dispatch are on tlie Rhine. 
Cologne is 45 miles northwest of Cob- 
lenz, 
an important military strong- 
hold ; Dusseldorf is 21 miles northwest 
of Cologne, Guisburg is fifteen miles 
north ot Dusseldorf, and Mesel is 32 
miles northwest of Dusseldorf. 
To the west of this group of cities 
is the frontier of Holland, from which 
they are a distance of 20 to 35 miles.

Suming up, the battle' is being con-

Engine 
No. 708, one of the largest used by the 
Missouri, Kansas and 'IVxaa railway, 
stood in the yards with steam up. 
Soon railroad employes noticed It was 
moving. Another engine was quickly 
obtained and with detectives aboard 
started in pursuit, but the race-was 
one-sided. No. 708, bearing the fleeing 
lads, quickly drew away. 
Orders were given by the train dis- 
patcher here to derail the stolen en- 
gine at Pilot Grove, thirty-live miles 
south of Sedalia. With whistle blow- 
ing and bell ringing the engine, trav- 
eling sixty miles an hour, reached 
Pilot Grove before the switch had 
been arranged. 
A mile beyond the 
town\the engine was abandoned and 
the boys escaped.
